year just passed as owners of money winning cows 
and of cows of outstanding production but debarred 
from prize money by one reason or another. This week 
we pay our respects to the sires of such cows and heifers. 

This year a new star appears—Sir Pietertje Ormsby 
Mercedes 37th with $285.50 won by his daughters. This is 
the first time that “37th” has ever stood at the top of the 
list although he has been well up near the top each time 
for the last few years. His sire Sir Pietertje Ormsby 
Mercedes who headed the list last year stands in fourth 
place this year with $197.75 these two being, of course, the 
leading sire and son in the list of money winners. 

Second place falls to another comparatively new sire— 
Colantha Johanna Lad 8th with $206.50 won by his daugh- 
ters. This is the first year that this splendid sire has 
ever ranked among the leaders although his daughters have 
been making more than creditable records for a number 
of years past. 

Still another new sire appears in third place. He is the 
Washington sire Sir Korndyke Ormsby Piebe and his 
daughters have won in all $198 in Association prize money. 


I AST week we did honor to the men whose names 


We thus find that the first three sires on the list are all 
sires who have never before ranked as high. The leader 
is owned in the middle west—Minnesota—and his daugh- 
ters were all developed in that state and in Wisconsin. The 
second sire on the list was developed in New York state 
where his daughters were also bred and developed. The 
third sire on the list although bred in Minnesota was 
developed in Washington where his daughters made their 
records, so we see that the first three sires on the list 
represent all section of the country, middle west, east and 
far west. 

King Segis Pontiac Count who has several times handed 
the list in past years takes fifth place for 1920-21 winning 
$194.50 and King Pontiac Champion who has also ranked 
among the leaders every year stands in sixth place on this 
list with $180.75. Lothian King De Kol Korndyke perhaps 
better known as Alex stands seventh with $177. For the 
last three years this bull has not ranked lower than 
seventh on the list of money winning :ires standing third 
last year.

His daughters won $186.50 
for butterfat production and $99.00 for milk production, 
standing first on the list for butter and second for milk. 
Colantha Johanna Lad 8th won through his daughters 
$124.50 for milk production and $82.00 for butter production, 
his daughters winning more money for milk than those of 
any other sire by a margin of over $25.00. Ormsby Korn- 
dyke Lad who just gets into the high dozen on the list for 
total winnings ranks at the top for number of times his 
daughters appear with a total of twenty-two in which he is 
tied with Matador Segis Walker and King Pontiac Cham- 
pion. The daughters of each of these three sires were all 
developed in one herd so that many good records were 
debarred from prize money by the limitation rule. There is 
also a tie for fourth place between Sir Pietertje Ormsby 
Mercedes and his son Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th 
with twenty each. 

The Sir Piet. family wins a number of rather striking 
honors in this prize list. A son of Sir Pietertje Ormsby 
Mercedes stands first, a grandson stands third and the old 
bull himself stands fourth, Sir Piet and Sir Piet 37th on 
the leading father and son.

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Diseases of the Respiratory Organs

No. IV. In the Series On the Care and Management of Dairy Cattle

as much care and attention as do those of the re- 

spiratory tract; it is only the experienced cattle man 

that can determine the exact nature of many of this 
class of ailments with any certainty. It is a fact known to 
those individuals who have had a long experience in hand- 
ling cattle that they show very few symptoms when they 
are sick; it requires a keen sense of observation and most 
times a careful and systematic examination of them to 
arrive at an intelligent solution of their ailment. In cattle 
as well as other domestic animals the caretaker has noth- 
ing from which he can diagnose the condition other than 
the things that he can see with his own eyes; with the 
human physician this is much different as the majority of 
his patients can tell him something of their ailment. 

There are a number of different things that should be 
taken into consideration when the sick cow is being 
examined or when an attempt is made to determine the 
cause or nature of any sickness with which she may hap- 
pen to be afflicted: not all of these will be found in the 
same animal, but will vary in different individuals. 

One of the first things to consider in this connection is 
the animal’s quarters; are they suitable for the animal 
and the season of the year? Are they well ventilated with- 
out draughts? Are they dry and warm? Has the animal 
been well bedded? Has she had plenty of room? All of 
these things may have a bearing upon the condition. 

The expression and attitude of the animal is of con- 
siderable importance also; the sick animal may have a 
peculiar way of standing or an irregular gait while walk- 
ing; she may not stand natural; she may not get up or lie 
down in the natural position; all of these things should be 
suggestive of conditions of one part or another of the ani- 
mal. There may be a peculiar facial expression; the skin 
may be harsh, dry and inelastic; these things are all 
noticeable by the owner and breeder who has been a close 
observer. 

If the mucous membrane lining the nose, eyes and 
nostrils or mouth is paler than it normally is, you can sus- 
pect an animal that is not properly nourished or one that 
has had either an internal or an external hemorrhage or 
loss of blood; if the membranes are very red and much 
more so than usual, you will know that the animal has a 
fever or an inflammation in some part of the body. 

A cough usually is indicative that the animal has some 
difficulty of the respiratory tract, but it may also be the 
result of some digestive disorder. In this case it is a 
secondary cough or one that is not caused directly but 
from the sympathetic action of the nerves supplying the 
diseased organs. There are many types of cough and each 
one has a peculiar significance to the trained observer; 
there are dry, harsh, moist, difficult, and hollow coughs. 

The method of the animal’s breathing is a very valu- 
able symptom in determining the seriousness of character 
of the sickness of an animal; the different degrees of 
breathing are characterized as labored, irregular, fast, 
slow, deep and shallow. The normal respiratory move- 
ments of breathing the air in and out of the lungs occur 
from 15 to 18 times per minute; there are several things 
that will change this rate slightly, such as pregnancy, 
chewing the cud and sleeping. 

The temperature of a well cow is usually around 101 
degrees F., but it may reach 102 degrees; it is best to have 
a thermometer handy so that the temperature of any of the 
animals may be taken at any time. The temperature is 
taken by inserting the thermoneter in the rectum for from 
1 to 3 minutes. A rise of 2: degrees or more can safely be 
considered the result of some disease affecting the animal. 

The secretions of the mucous membranes will change 
greatly with different conditions of the respiratory tract; 
in cold in the head and other like conditions you will ob- 
serve a wet, moist condition of the nose’ and eyes; with 
bronchitis and pleurisy you will find a dry parched mem- 
brane.

ga HERE is no class of diseases of cattle that require 


45 to 50 beats a 
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minute; this can be counted where the small artery passes 
over the outer edge of the lower jaw bone; with consider. 
able practice in healthy cattle it is possible to learp the 
counting of the pulse and the character of it as well; the 
character of the pulse is a very valuable symptom in many 
of this class of diseases. In some conditions the pulse wij 
be so weak as to be almost lost under the finger. In other 
conditions it will be full and bounding. 

There is also considerable difference in the sounds 
that can be heard by placing the ear over the lungs of g 
well cow and one that has some disease of the lungs; with 
lungs filled with liquid such as they often are with pney. 
monia, the sound will be a crackling bubbling one, which 
is due to the air passing through the liquid. In pleurisy 
there is a harsh grating sound, that once heard can al- 
ways be recognized. With a little practice listening to the 
sounds made by the lungs of a healthy cow, abnormal 
sounds can be easily told. 

Cold in the Head 

This condition is also known as catarrh of the head or 
sometimes as Rhinitis. 

This condition is usually mild and is rarely ever fatal, 
but if complicated with a severe sore throat it may prove 
fatal. It is most often brought on by animals that are ac. 
customed to a shelter being exposed to damp, cold or 
stormy weather. It may also be caused by irritating or 
noxious gases. ' 

At first a reddening of the lining of the nostrils and 
eyes is noticed, followed by a watery discharge from the 
eyes and nose. At first not much attention is paid to this 
condition but the-discharge becomes more profuse and the 
animal develops a high fever; at this time the discharge 
may become very heavy and sticky and contain flakes of 
pus. The animal loses strength rapidly and has an irregu- 
lar appetite. 

The first thing that should be done is to get the animal 
into a warm, yet well ventilated stall; if the weather is 
cold, blanket at once. Plenty of drinking water should be 
offered but the chill should be taken off. Very small 
quantities of the best feed obtainable should be given. Take 
six (6) ounces spirits of camphor and two (2) ounces fluid 
extract of belladonna and mix; of this mixture take one 
(1) tablespoonful and give in water as a drench every 
three or four hours. Good care is the most essential thing 
in the treatment of this condition. 

Sore Throat 

This is en inflammation of the mucous membrane lining 
the throat; it is very seldom that this condition is found 
alone, but is commonly found associated with other re 
spiratory conditions, such as cold in the head, pneumonia, 
bronchitis, pleurisy, etc. 

The muzzle is dry and usually hot; saliva dribbles from 
the mouth. The head is held slightly extended and quite 
rigid. The eyes are so drawn that the animal has a sleepy 
appearance. The animal stands very quietly and does not 
change its position very often; the eyes are bloodshot. 
When the animal drinks it is with the greatest difficulty 
and while it may chew some food it will usually drop it 
from the mouth rather than attempt to swallow. Water is 
taken into the mouth but many times the anima! will per- 
mit it to run out from between the lips. 

The water given the patient should have the chill re 
moved; feed should consist of light slops of bran or mid- 
dlings and of hay or linseed tea. No coarse feeds such as 
hay or fodders should be given. Take one (1) ounce of 
Tincture of Iron Chloride and mix with eight (8) ounces 
of Glycerine; of this mixture give two (2) tablespoonfuls 
on the tongue thtee times each day. The throat should be 
bathed with white or ammonia liniment which can be 
made as follows: One (1) ounce each of Spirits of Tur- 
pentine and Ammonia water and to this add one-half (%) 
ounce of Oleic Acid; place in a pint bottle and fill up with 
soft water; shake well before using and bathe the parts 
two or three times each day. Keep the animal in a well 
ventilated stall and do not subject it to any exposure to 
weather or storms; recovery usually takes place in less

Lilly is a 
daughter of May Echo Champion, who 
is not only a full brother to May Echo 
Sylvia but has a number of nice rec- 
ord daughters of his own, one of 
which, Hill-Crest May Echo Countess, 
made 501.2 lbs. milk, 30.10 Ibs. butter 
in seven days as a senior three-year- 
old. Lilly herself at thirty months old

563. Ibs. milk in seven days. Her dam 
is Lilly F. De Kol, an untested daugh- 
ter of Teddy De Kol Burke. She was 
bred by Mr. Biel and is owned by C. R. 
James, Richmond Hill, Ont. 
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Plain Words—But the Solemn Truth 


“The Cabana case came to the front in nearly all dis- 
cussions. Judge Kellogg, the attorney for the Association 
in this case and a long-time member, explained the pro- 
gress of the case and told how Mr. Cabana had sought by 
court injunction to prevent the board from acting on the 
records in question and had appealed from one court to 
another until the case was now before the final court. One 
who sat through this meeting and watched the moves 
could not fail to get the impression that Mr. Cabana was 
mighty well treated by the large blocks of proxy votes. His 
friends were pleased with the results.”—John Andrews 
in his report of the Annual Meeting, June 15, Dairy 
Farmer. 


LIPPINGS from Buffalo papers reprinted 
C in the World might also indicate to those 
who did not attend the annual meeting 
and who may not be familiar with the policies 
of the Board of Directors relative to the Cabana 
case that there is a disposition to abandon the 
prosecution of this matter. At least they indi- 
cate a hope in certain quarters that such will be 
the result. 

Let the membership be assured there is no 
such thought in the minds of the administration. 
From the very moment when this dirty and dis- 
gusting mess first came to the attention of the 
Board of Directors its investigation has been 
going forward just as rapidly as possible. 

Of course, it may safely predicted that Ca- 
bana will use every effort to prevent the Associa- 
tion from exercising its clearly legal functions 
with respect to his records. That has been his 
policy. He has followed it very consistently and 
we regret to say that he has received a good deal 
of help. 

In an argument printed in the June 15th 
Holstein-Friesian Register and clipped “From 
Holstein News in New England Farms,” which 
we understand is contributed by Judge F. M. 
Peasley of Connecticut, an attempt is made to 
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prove that Cabana won and the Association Jog 
in the latest decision which was handed doy, 
recently by the Appellate Court. 

Without any attempt to discuss at length 
the motives which underlie the publication g 
Judge Peasley’s statement in the Holstein-Fries. 
ian Register or its preparation by Judge Peasley 
we would submit to the membership that prima 
facie evidence as to whether the Association o 
Mr. Cabana won is contained in the fact that he 
appealed from the decision by the Appellate 
Court and that he has appealed from decisions 
by lower courts, indicating at least to his mind 
that he did not win his point. 

The article referred to contends that by our 
by-laws the decision of the superintendent rather 
that the Board of Directors is made final, but 
that the court specifies the Board rather than 
the Superintendent as the tribunal to act on 
the records, thereby leaving a loophole for furth- 
er attack on a decision which is not final. We 
would ask where this contention would stand if 
the Board after a hearing should direct that cer- 
tain records be cancelled and the superintendent 
should concur in their judgment. Would not 
even the flimsy far fetched argument to which 
the Register gives space be reasonably well 
answered? 

As to whether our board is legal or not we 
surmise that the rank and file of breeders 
throughout this country will not be so much 
interested in this matter when they stop to real- 
ize that common sense dictates that no court 
in the land would leave a great association com- 
prising 20,000 members with such an investment 
as is represented in the ownership of purebred 
Holstein-Friesians, without a governing body. lt 
may suit the purposes of some gentlemen to af- 
ford aid and comfort to enemies of the Associa- 
tion by siding with them in this matter, but 
these gentlemen may rest assured that in the 
end their contentions will fall and they will stand 
absolutely discredited before the great tribunal 
which is judging their actions. The tribunal to 
which we refer is the rank and file of breeders 
of Holstein-Friesian cattle throughout America. 

Now it becomes increasingly apparent that 
the moving spirit back of all this revolt against 
the administration that we have just witnessed 
is a desire to see the present board of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America declared 
illegal. For what purpose we can only surmise 
and our best guess would be that it is simply 
to give these insurrectionists an opportunity to 
again control the Association. ‘They haven't 
stopped to consider for a moment whether their 
program would injure the Association in its 
prosecution of the very important Cabana case 
—important because it affects the vital question 
of whether the Association has the right to be 
its own disciplinary body. They seem to care 
little as long as their own selfish ends are at- 
tained. At Syracuse we witnessed some start- 
ling developments of these desires. We saw 
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members of the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America openly pleading Cabana’s cause. The 
records can be interpreted in no other way. We 
saw attorneys who in court have pleaded to have 
the Board of Directors declared illegal sitting in 
advisory council with these men. We have seen 
a paid and trusted official—the secretary—vio- 
late the by-laws respecting gathering of proxies. 
This man has received every honor that the As- 
sociation can give and he should be fighting 
tooth and nail for the protection of the Associa- 
tion’s integrity and its right to protect its rec- 
We have seen this secretary publish i 

his own paper clippings—not contributions or 
letters, but clippings deliberately selected— 
which, were their source unknown, might fill 
the minds of readers of his publication with some 
misgivings regarding the legal status of the 
Board. And in that same paper where the ad- 
vertisements of Cabana have frequently ap- 
peared even long after he was shown up in his 
true light as an enemy of the Association, rankly 
partisan reports of the proceedings of the an- 
nul meeting were published, intended to justify, 
if such a thing could be done, the prostitution 
of proxies obtained by his (the secretary’s) col- 
leagues and hirelings for certain purposes, 
mainly selfish in their intent and which proxies

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The World’s Dairy Congress 
T A MEETING of representatives of the National 
Dairy interests during the 1920 National Dairy 
Show, the U. S. Department of Agriculture was re- 
quested to take up with the Department of State 
the necessary steps to secure from Congress, authority for 
the President of the United States to invite all nations to 
participate in a World’s Dairy Congress in this country. 
Such authority was granted and upon request of former 
Chief Rawl, Dean Van Norman of the College of Agricul- 
ture, University of California, took up the preliminary 
work of perfecting an organization which will represent 
all branches of the dairy industry. Dean Van Norman has 
now been granted a leave of absence from his college 
duties in order to organize this World’s Dairy Congress. 
His address will be Room 222, 910 South Michigan Ave., 
Chicago, Ill., and his temporary Washington address will 
be care of C. W. Larson, Chief, Dairy Division, U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture, Washington, D. C. 

It is suggested that the organization will consist of a 
committee which will include in its membership, several 
of the leaders in each of the several branches of the in- 
dustry, such as breeders of each breed, manufacturers of 
butter, cheese, ice cream, condensed milk, milk powder, 
dairy machinery, dairy sunplies, refrigeration, producers 
and distributors of market milk and certified milk, butter 
and cheese distributors, and those in the technical work 
of research teaching, city, state and National regulation 
for health and sanitation. Every phase of the industry 
should have a place on this committee.

“MI ADAM PROSPECT, permit me to present Mr. 


Dempsey. 
In the beautiful Snoqualmie valley, one of 
the wonder-spots of Western Washington, 
where ever-verdant pastures lie beneath the snowy sum- 
mits of the Cascade Mountains, two world’s champions 
were meeting face to face. 

Jack Dempsey, the farmer boy who has fought his way 
to fame, fortune and pre-eminence in the squared circle 
was paying his respects to Segis Pietertje Prospect, queen 
of Holstein cattle—the cow who has set a new world rec- 
ord in a cow’s supreme function, the giving of milk. 

To the bovine champion, the meeting apparently held 
nothing of special interest. She is accustomed to the 
plaudits of admiring visitors and the prowess of her new 
acquaintance meant nothing in her busy life. The young 
athlete, who had risen at an early hour and motored forty 
miles to the Carnation Stock Farm for this meeting, was 
more deeply impressed. He is perhaps a better judge of 
cows than Prospect is of pugilists. 

In fact he admitted having at one time acted as valet 
to a string of twelve cows on a Colorado ranch and his 
evident admiration of the magnificient development of this 
super-cow was manifest not solely for the benefit of the 
camera. 

Mrs. Clara Ketchum Tripp, director of the educational 
department, Washington State Chamber of Commerce, 
officiated at the presentation, the expedition having grown 
out of a conversation she had held with Mr. Dempsey wnile 
he was in Seattle filling a vaudeville engagement. They 
had been talking about athletics and the training of boys. 

“Growing boys should have plenty of milk,” remarked 
the champion. “It is wholesome and will help make them 
strong. It is my own favorite drink.” 

“Wouldn’t you like a drink of milk from the world’s 
champion cow?” suggested Mrs. Tripp. “She is within an 
hour and a half’s ride by auto from here and if you could 
make such a statement as you have just made to me, there 
in the presence of this remarkable milk-producer, it would 
be of interest to boys all over the nation.” 

And so it was arranged. Representatives of the Carna-

Testing Gaining in Missouri

expected that the coming year will 
show a great increase, both in the 
number of short time and long time 
records made, as the Missouri breed- 
ers are already planning to make a 
big showing at the 1922 convention at 
Kansas City. 

The report shows that the 84 regis- 
tered cows in the state produced an 
equivalent of 50 lbs., or more of but- 
terfat in the Missouri Dairy Cow Com- 
petition during the month of April. 
Jerseys forged to the front in the 
month, and the highest record Hol- 
stein comes in fifth place. She is 
Dame De Kol Eureka, owned by C. £. 
Driver, and is credited with a produc 
tion of 2504 lbs. milk, 82.631 Ibs. butter- 
fat. A Pickering Farm Holstein is in 
seventh place and another in eighth 
place. A cow owned by John Bluhm 
is tenth and one owned by the Uni- 
versity of Missouri is eleventh. Fred- 
mar Farms, E. J. Rodkohr, J. L 
Ferguson, F. W. A. Vesper, the Pettis 
County Holstein-Friesian Compaby, 
the Johnson County Holstein-Friesial 
Company, also have registered Hol- 
steins in the honor list. 


During the month of May, 468 cows 
were tested, of which 101 were Hol 
steins and 323 Jerseys. The Holsteins 
were owned in sixteen different herds. 
Their production cannot be figured up 
and reported until next month.

OFFICIAL TEST WORK IN MINNE- 
SOTA 

May proved to be a good month so 
far as official testing goes, and the 
amount of work accomplished and the 
production records made by the cows 
compare very favorably with those of 
the preceding month. A total of thir- 
ty-eight supervisors worked during 
the month, and about 1100 tests were 
made. Sixty-three herds of Holsteins 
had 579 cows on yearly work. 137 
7-day tests were made during the 
month and three thirty-day tests were 
completed. 

The leading cow in yearly work 
during the month was Neeltje Merce- 
des De Kol Homeland No. 274016 
owned by C. L. Spaulding of Warren, 
Minnesota. Her production for the 
two day test was 7.312 lbs. of butter- 
fat. Her closest competitor was Co- 
lantha Pietertje Lass No. 211240 with 
a production of 7.128 lbs. of butterfat, 
being owned by E. C. Schroeder of 
Moorhead, Minn. Forty-seven cows 
produced more than five lbs. of fat in 
the two days on yearly test, and 
seven exceeded six lbs. These cows 
were distributed among twenty-nine 
herds. 

The leader in short time seven-day 
work was Goshen Bernardo Ormsby 
owned by W. W. Walker of Austin, 
Minn., with a production of 26,483 
lbs. of fat, or 33.10 lbs. of butter in 
seven days. Daisy Gerben Pietertje 
Burke, as a senior four-year-old, lead 
this class with a production of 30.25 
lbs. of butter. She is owned by E. F. 
Krabbenhoft of Sabin, Minnesota. In 
all there were fifteen records made 
during the month above 25 Ibs. of but- 
ter. 
There has been a reduction in the 
rates for official testing in Minnesota 
and charges will be assessed on the 
following basis, $8.75 for a one-day 
test,$13.00 for a two-day test, $31.25 
for a seven-day test and extra days 
being charged at the rate of $3.75 per 


day.

A committee of five was appointed to interview owners 
of purebred Holsteins and induce them to make exhibits at 
the Warren and Kinsman fairs. President Case named on 
this committee, Fred Mack, T. A. Denman, Frank Mc 
Combs, Tom Fell, and H. R. Clark. 

It was further decided to cooperate with the Ohio Hol- 
stein Association, through Mr. Barker as Secretary, in 4 
campaign for the enlargement of membership in the 
Trumbull County Holstein Breeders’ Club. 

The crowning event of the meeting was a resolution to 
hold a County Consignment Sale late in the fall tn Co 
operation with the Ohio Holstein Association. This sale 
will be the first of its kind in Trumbull County and is ex 
pected to be a big factor in advancing the interests of the 
breeders. If successful, it will no doubt become a semi- 
annual affair. 

In response to the invitation extended by Mr. Alexan- 
der Brown a year ago, it was voted to hold the annual 
meeting of the local club at Brownwood Farm, North 
Bloomfield, on the 13th day of August.

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The Feed Market Situation For July

EW crop bran has not yet be- 

gun flowing into markets, but 

the trade already is matching 

wits in seeking to establish a 
proper price level. The consuming 
trade is merely watching from the 
side lines, not desiring to enter into 
the speculative operations in the mar- 
ket for new crop bran, or bran for 
thirty, sixty or ninety-day shipment. 
In a broad sense, this also is true of 
the producer of bran, the miller. The 
flour producer rather welcomes the 
numerous bids he is receiving for the 
new crop bran, as they provide him 
the views of the trade that is willing 
to take surplus stocks off his hands. 
The turn-over of business in new crop 
bran thus far has been largely re- 
stricted to speculative jobbers on 
terminal markets, who are either go- 
ing “long” the mill offal in the hope 
of witnessing an enchancement in 
values by the time deliveries are 
made, or are selling “short” with the 
expectation of further readjustment 
downward. 

Unlike the approach of the new 
crop season for bran a year ago, there 
is no great uncertainty surrounding 
the position of prices. Bran opened 
the 1920-21 crop year at virtually the 
highest level in history, around $55 a 
ton in Minneapolis and Kansas a 
the two principal milling centers. 


a broad sense, business and industry 
then was still booming, and consum- 
ers, the producers, and the distributing 
trade were uncertain as to whether 
values would be maintained, rise 
further or undergo a downward read- 
justment. It is interesting to recall 
that some speculative operators 
bought “season” bran, that is, bran 
for shipment any time up to the open- 
ing of the 1921 calendar year, around 
$40 a ton, or at a discount of about $15 
a ton. Sellers were more cautious 
than buyers, for the trade had become 
so accustomed to a rising market that 
a break of $15 was considered quite 
improbable. None anticipated a de- 
cline of 50 per cent. But in the read- 
justment bran fell to a level less than 
a fourth of the peak price of the early 
new crop season a year ago. 

The trade is therefore confident 
that another broad downward read- 
justment will not be witnessed in the 
crop year soon to open. Observers of 
the millfeed market recognize _ that 
bran is now selling at the lowest level 
since 1912. On the other hand, the 
trade has passed through a twelve 
month of steadily declining prices and 
naturally is slow to assume a view on 
the bull side. Yet the fact remains 
that bran, also gray and brown shorts, 
are relatively cheaper than many 
feeds, from the point of view of rela- 





| 


tive readjustment from the war-time 
peaks, in comparison with the pre-war 
values and on the basis of actual feeg. 
ing value. So an exteremely bearish 
attitude toward the millfeed market 
does not seed particularly advisable. 

I inquired of the manager of the 
millfeed sales department of one of 
the largest southwestern milling con- 
cerns to what extent he has sold bran 


for new crop shipment. His answer 
was a broad smile. He meant, of 
course, not a single bag. He added 


there was “every chance to take a 
loss, not a single chance for profit,” 
indicating, of course, a belief that the 
market can move in only one direc. 
tion, upward. This was the outstand- 
ing influence of the miller in withhold. 
ing his offerings tor deferred  ship- 
ment. But another factor, an impor- 
tant argument in the future trend of 
values, is causing the miller to refuse 
the bids of feed jobbers. Virtually no 
new crop flour has been sold for de- 
ferred shipment, with the majority of 
flour buyers pursuing a policy of hand- 
to-mouth purchases. Millers as a rule 
gell feed for spot or deferred ship- 
ment only after they sell or contract 
for the sale of the corresponding 
quantity of flour. For example, if a 
miller sells a lot of 10,000 barrels of 
flour for thirty-day shipment, he will 
at once sell about fifteen cars of bran

product available from such a quan- 
tity of flour. Millers usually figure ap- 
proximately what they will obtain for 
their feed in making a price on flour. 
The millfeed is sold as a strictly by- 
product. Here and there mills oper- 
ate a speculative millfeed department, 
yet this is quite uncommon. 

Bran is selling on the Minneapolis 
market around $15 to $16 a ton, brown 
shorts or standard middlings at ap- 
proximately the same level and gray 
shorts or flour middlings at $19 to $20 
a ton. On the Kansas City market 
mills are asking $13.50 to $14 for both 
spot and prompt shipment, around $16 
to $17 for brown shorts and $19 to $20 
for gray. St. Louis is asking about $17 
to $17.50 for bran and $22 for gray 
shorts. Chicago is on practically the 
same basis. The market for bran is 
within 60c to $1 a ton of the extreme 
low prices reached this far on the crop 
year, Kansas City having reported 
sales down to $13 a ton during April. 

Demand for both bran and shorts 
is extremely light, but this is a usual 
development at this season. Pastures 
as a rule are in excellent condition 
and are being widely used and new 
crop alfalfa, which is being gathered 
over the Southwest and portions of the 
West, also is being used on a large 
scale, partially at the expense of bran. 
But production is very small at the 
present time and the fact that a soft 
tone prevails in the market in face of 
the scant output is a reflection of the 
underlying weakness of the trade. The 
activity of flour milling plants, how- 
ever, will soon begin to increase, prob- 
ably sharply, as the flow of the new 
crop grain from farms gains momen- 
tum. Compared with the present pro- 
duction by mills of less than fifty per 
cent of capacity, the early new crop 
output is expected to increase to the 
maximum grinding operations in both 
the winter and spring wheat terri- 
tory. 

There is doubt as to the size of 
the wheat crop of the United States 
from which the bran and shorts supply 
is to be obtained. Government pre- 
liminary estimates indicate a cro» 
somewhat greater than a year ago. But 
this is not the most important factor 
in connection with the millfeed supply 
situation for the 1921-22 crop year. A 
far, far greater quantity of bran and 
shorts is expected to become avail- 
able from the wheat crop of the United 
States on the new crop as a result of 
the sharp increase in the sales of 
flour to European countries instead 
of the raw grain. In the past twelve- 
month Europeans bought enormous 
quantities of wheat to be ground into 


flour mills of England, France, Ger- 
many and other nations of the Old 
World. The feed from this grain, of 


course, was lost to the dairymen and 
hog producers of the United States 
But within the past few months re- 
markable strides have been made_ in 
the re-establishment of foreign flour 
importing connections, and heavy 
sales are now being made. The result 
is greater activity by flour mills of the 
United States and more feed for dairy- 
men. 

Cottonseed cake 
moved within a narrow range of 
prices, nor are important changes 
probable the remainder of the old 
crop year. From the standpoint of 


and meal have 
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supplies there is reason for a some- 
what friendly attitude toward the posi- 
tion of the market. Stocks in con- 
suming channels, including that held 
by feeders, mixed feed manufacturers 
and distributors, as well the holdings 
by the crushers themselves, are ex- 
tremely light, far below normal for 
this season of the year. Crushers also 
are working off their seed stocks 
rapidly, and comparatively small 
quantities of cake and meal will be 
turned out before another crop be- 
comes available. Demand, however, is 


light, extremely quiet so far as 
domestic feeders are concerned. Ex- 


porters continue fair buyers, but even 
this trade is more reluctant to take 
hold. The possibility of a drouth in 
the range states, not a single sign of 
which is now apparent, makes some 
operators friendly to the high protein 
feed. Cake and meal of 43 per cent 
protein content are selling around $28 
a ton in Oklahoma, and about $30 in 
Arkansas territory. 

Foreigners have in recent weeks 
displayed greater interest in the offer- 
ings of linseed cake and meal, and a 
firmer tone prevails in the market. 
Crushers in the Northwest are asking 
around $29 to $30 a ton, basis Minne- 
apolis, and about $33 to $35 a ton, 
basis Eastern export points, averag- 
ing about $2 a ton higher than a 
month ago. Domestic buying power 
is seriously lacking and promises to 
fall off further, owing to the excellent 
condition of pastures and cheap price 


of corn. It is improbable, therefore, 
that any material advances from the 
present level will be recorded, and 


there is yet no need for forward buy- 
ing. 

Marketings of new crop alfalfa hay 
from the Southwest and West have 
been inaugurated, but the aggregate 
movement of both old and new alfalfa 
is not of sufficiently large volume to 
accurately test values. A month ago 
I forecasted important declines in the 
alfalfa market. Since then prices 
have sagged $5 to $7 a ton, and it is 
probable that before values have be- 
come fully readjusted a further break 
of at least $5 a ton will be witnessed. 
Alfalfa hay is selling in Kansas City, 
the largest terminal, at an extreme 
range of $10 to $22 a ton for old 
Dairymen will probably be able to buy 
the best shipping grades of the 
legume around $16 to $17 a ton before 
another month or six weeks. The fact 
that the market is extremely weak 
despite an insignificant movement is 
the best proof of a lack of underlying 
strength. It is possible to buy stand- 
ard grades or better alfalfa at interior 
Kansas points around $10 to $12 a ton 
for prompt or thirty-day shipment, but 


few buyers are taking hold at this 
level. 

The coarse grains average about 
two or three cents a bushel lower 


than the levels prevailing at this time 
a month ago. The movement of both 
corn and oats from farms has been of 
enormous proportions, representing 
an after-planting rush to markets, and 
in the face of a very meager feeding 
and industrial demand, prices have 
been depressed. The grain has been 
absorbed largely by elevators on a 
hedging basis, which means, of course, 
Ahat markets must vet feel the weight 
of the movement. A recent bearish 
development in the oats trade was the 
forecast by the department of agri- 
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culture of 1,404,000,000 bushels 
probable oats crop, a more than nop 
mal yield. The farm and visible 
stocks of oats are the largest on rep, 
ord for this season, often describeq as 
a smali crop in itself. The trade js 
experiencing difficulty in working off 
the old crop stocks. What, then Can 
be expected with another crop soon to 
become available?

weather or storms; recovery usually 
takes place in less than a week in or- 
dinary cases. 

Mumps 


This is an inflammation of the 
parotid gland of cattle and occurs in 
cattle of all ages and under widely 
varying conditions; the parotid gland 
is one of the glands that secretes 
saliva and is located just below and 
slightly back from the base of the 
ear: it extends downward almost to 
the angle of the lower jaw bone. 

This condition usually starts with a 


chill, which is often followed by a 
high fever. The head is extended as 
though the neck were stiff and a 


small swelling is noticed in the region 
of the parotid gland. If only one side 
is affected the head is turned to one 
side. This swelling is very tender to 
the touch and the animal will attempt 
to prevent its being handled. This 
swelling will often reach its height in 
24 hours. The animal usually refuses 
all feed but may attempt to drink a 
little water, but usually desists due to 
the pain that the movements of the 
throat produce. 

The animal should be placed in a 
box stall where there is plenty of 
fresh air, but no draughts; it should 
be warm and comfortable. Water 
should be offered at frequent inter- 
vals or placed where it can be reach- 
ed easily. The feed should be of very 


light thin slops, but no hays or fod- | 


ders or other coarse feeds. Paint the 
‘swelling three times each day with 
Tincture of Iodine for the first three 
or four days, and after that once each 
day for several days. Recovery takes

weeks. If there is an abscess forma- 
tion this must be opened and treated 
by a veterinarian. 


Bronchitis 


This is an inflammation of the 
bronchi or the bronchial tubes of the 
lungs; the condition is often spoken 
of as catching cold. When this is a 
simple condition and not complicated 
with any other condition it is not at 
all serious; however, if it is com- 
plicated with some other disease it 
may prove fatal. 

The animal’s temperature goes to 
104 to 105 degrees F., and there is a 
cough present which is usually in- 
complete and indistinct; a sort of a 
muffled cough. The taking in of the 
breath is very short and quite painful. 
The expirations or breathing out of 
air are very much prolonged. The 
appetite is lost and the pulse is 
found to be very fast and quite hard 
to the touch. By placing the ear over 
the sides of the chest bubbling coarse 
sounds can be heard; these sounds 
will vary with the extent to which 
the disease has progressed. If there 
is considerable fluid in the chest 
cavity the sounds will not be’ so 
pronounced. 

The animal should be placed in a 
comfortable and well ventilated box 
stall; the bowels should be kept loose 
with laxatives and the proper kind of 
feed. If the weather requires it 
blanket the animal. Take the follow- 
ing mixture, two (2) ounces of fluid 
extract of Belladonna, four (4) ounces 
of spirits of camphor and ten (10) 
ounces of aromatic spirits of am- 
monia; of this mixture give two (2) 
tablespoonfuls in water as a drench 
three times each day. The animal 
should be fed lightly and should re- 
ceive the best of care. If the case is 
@ severe one a veterinarian should be 
called at the beginning of the disease. 


Pleurisy 


This is an inflammation of the 
membrane lining the chest cavity and 
covering the lungs; it is rarely found 
as an independent disease but usually 
found associated with pneumonia or 
other disease of this region. The 
germ that causes pneumonia no doubt 
plays a very important part in the 
causation of this condition. If it does 
occur as an independent disease it is 
usually the result of a punctured 
wound or a broken rib or other in- 
jury of that sort. 

From the time the animal is noticed 
it it appears to have considerable 
pain. It does not move about much 
and when it does it will move as 
though foundered. The breathing is 
very fast and is chiefly abdominal and 
shallow, the ribs appear to be fixed. 
Movements of the animal cause pain. 
If pressure is applied between the 
ribs by the thumb or finger, pain is 
evidenced by the animal; a_ short 
grunting sound accompanies’ the 
breathing and the breathing out pro- 
cess is much longer than the breath- 
ing in of the air. The muzzle is hot 
and dry and the animal has very little 
if any appetite. The animal is often 
constipated and the temperature is 
from 105 to 106 degrees F. If the ear 
is placed over the regions of the 
lungs a dry harsh grating sound is 
heard, which is caused by the dry

fected. There can be little question 
but that the cause of all of them is the 
same, and as the treatment is prag. 
tically the same there is really no 
reason for separating them in this 
discussion. 

The condition immediately preceg. 
ing pneumonia in cattle is that of 
congestion of the lungs; the animal 
will usually have a chill which lasts 
but two or three hours and for that 
reason it may be overlooked. The 
temperature gets very high and Will 
usually be 105 or 106 degrees and may 
get even higher. The breathing jg 
very fast, but it is also quite shallow: 
the pulse is fast and hard and the 
animal’s nostrils are dilated. The 
nose is hot and dry and the animal 
is frequently constipated. A slight 
cough may be present in the early 
stages. Pressure between the ribs 
may give the animal pain. The front 
feet are spread wide apart and the 
elbows turned outward. The hair 
stands on end and the skin is hard 
and inelastic. In this stage the ani. 
mal stands all the time; after this 
stage the temperature falls somewhat 
and the animal may lie down. The 
expression becomes haggard and the 
pulse becomes hard and wiry. The 
whistling or wheezing sounds are 
made by the lungs. If the animal was 
giving milk at the time of the attack 
she will have stopped by this time. 

If the animal is going to recover 
the cough becomes loose and_ the 
other symptoms begin to subside. If 
the case is not getting along well the 
breath has a very foul odor and is 
short and grasping; the extremities 
are cold and clammy and the pulse 
becomes so that you can no longer 
feel it; in such cases death is not far 
off. 

It is doubtful is this condition can 
be averted after the first symptoms 
have become well established; if it is 
well handled at this time many of 
such cases are very light and do 
not require much attention. The more 
fresh air the better just so the animal 
is not in any draughts; blanket well. 
Secure plenty of bedding and 
see that it is clean. Give plenty of 
drinking water with the chill removed. 
The feed should be of the very best 
and appetizing; it should be given 
often and in small quantities.

GUERNSEY CLUB ANNUAL MEET- 
ING 

At the annual meeting of the Ameri- 
can Guernsey Cattle Club at the Hotel 
Biltmore, New York City on May 11, 
one hundred twenty-five members 
were present. They re-elected Robert 
Scoville, president, and Wm. H. Cald- 
well, secretary-treasurer. J. A. McSloy 
of St. Catherine’s, Ontario, was elected 
first vice-president to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of the Hon. Syd- 
ney Fisher, formerly Dominion Minis- 
ter of Agriculture. The retiring mem- 
bers of the Executive Committee are: 
James Logan Fisher of Philadelphia 
and E. H. Baker of Cleveland, Ohio. 
Mr. Fisher has been of the American 
Guernsey Cattle Club since it was 
founded in 1877, has served on the 
Executive Committee much of the 
time since then, and for several years 
was president of the Club. As an ap- 
preciation of Mr. Fisher’s long and ac- 
tive service, he was unanimously elect- 
ed President-Emeritus. Mr. Baker is 
managing editor of the Cleveland 
Plain Dealer, and declined re-election 
for business reasons. 

The secretary’s report showed that 
20,724 Guernseys were registered dur- 
ing the year, and 19,929 transfer cer- 
tificates were issued. Importations 
during the year totalled eleven bulls 
and six hundred forty-five cows. The 
Club membership is 1012 and 569 
breeders have 2,336 cows on Advanced 
Registry test. Receipts for the year 
were $251,200.17 and expenditures 
$250,142.24. 

An important measure brought be- 
fore the meeting was the discussion of 
a “farmer class” as an edition to the 
Advanced Register. It was suggested 
that this be a 305-day record of per- 
formance, which must be made in one 
lactation period of two milkings a day. 
A cow to qualify in this class must 
carry a calf 205 days of the 305 days. 

During the year the Extension Serv- 
ice has been established, which it is 
hoped will be of great benefit to the 
Guernsey industry. All four of the 
field men employed by the Club were 
present. 





The good effects of tick eradication 
has already been shown in Limestone 
County, Texas. This county is nearly 
cleaned up and is expected to be abso- 
lutely free of ticks this coming season. 
Already a number of pure bred cattle 
have been shipped in, as well as a 
large number of registered bulls. one

HE Bureau of Census, Depart- 

i of Commerce, Washington, D. C., 
w releasing press summaries of 
umbers of purebred livestock by 
states as found in the Fourteenth 
Census 1920. The writer has assem- 


bled the data for five states in Table 1. 


The Holstein Friesian Association 
of America has mimeographed a sum- 
mary of the questionnaire Census re- 
ports it had received up to September 
1, 1920. The following table shows a 
comparison of the preliminary federal 
reports, with these figures. In the five

This table shows that in these five 
states, none of which are our most 
intensive dairy states, there are about 
602 thousand farms, and that about 
20 thousand or three and one-fourth 
percent report purebred registered 


‘females of any dairy breed. The aver- 


age number of registered dairy fe- 
males per farm reporting is 5.5 or 
about one for each six farms in these 
states. 


The proportion of purebred females 
of each dairy breed is shown in Table 
II. There are more Holsteins than all 
others taken together. Of the total, 
slightly more than one-half are Hol- 
steins and one-third Jerseys. The 
other breeds are in smaller propor- 
tions.

states considered the males reported 
before September 1, 1920 to the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association were 32 per 
cent of the registered males, and the 
number of females 60 per cent of the 
registered females found in the United 
States Census. It would be expected 
that the Holstein-Friesian Association 
would obtain a much larger propor- 
tion of the females than of males by 
Census questionnaires. When the As- 
sociation figures are complete, the 
proportion will undoubtedly be larger. 
If Holstein breeders become accus- 
tomed to making an inventory of the 
number and value of their animals 
once a year, keeping a copy for them- 
selves and forwarding a copy to the 
Holstein-Friesian Association, in the 
course of a few years, might not a 
large proportion of them find Census 
reporting advantageous rather than 
irksome. Possibly a campaign in the 
breed papers just before calling in the 
reports would encourage early replies. 

The average number of registered 
Holstein females in the states of 
Indiana, Massachusetts, New Hamp- 
shire, Ohio, and West Virginia was 6.3 
per farm reporting.

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Holstein Activities in Cloverland 
By F. G. SWOBODA 











Holstein interests in Marathon, Wis- 
consin’s largest county, have been ma- 
terially advanced the past eighteen 
months, as the result of a new type 
of organization that has abundantly 
proven its worth as a stimulator of 
keener breed enthusiasm. The new 
form of organization known as the 
local club county federation plan now 
being followed in several counties, 
had its inception in Marathon county 
less than two years ago. At the 
present time there are nine local clubs 
with combined membership of over 
three hundred. They are federated 
into a county organization. By join- 
ing a local club a person also becomes 
a member of the county association, 
one set of dues paying for member- 
ship in both. 

Dues are apportioned on the follow- 
ing basis: Twenty-five cents for each 


in the county. Each club includes 
members in from two to seven differ- 
ent townships. 

The best evidence of the value of 
the local club plan is found in the 
accomplishments of the various clubs. 

The Edgar club for example put on 
a very successful promotion sale in 
the spring of 1920 bringing in two car 
loads of purebreds which were sold to 
farmers in the community. Later in 
the year the club put on a very meri- 
torious exhibit at the county fair, 
members winning a number of blue 
ribbons. The past winter the club 
made a ruling that no one could be- 
come a member whose herd had not 
been tuberculin tested. This ruling 
was responsible for the dropping out 
of a few members on the start but 
before the campaign was over prac- 
tically all of these came back again

where the local club county federation plan originated and Holstein interests de- 


velop. 


purebred six months old or over on 
January 1st of current year. Half of 
the dues go to the local club, the other 
half to the county association. Local 
clubs take care of all expenses inci- 
dent to conducting the affairs of their 
organization locally. The county or- 
ganization finances summer and win- 
ter meetings subsidizes the county fair 
premium list and takes care of other 
expenses incident to promoting the 
breed in the county. 

Each local club has its own se. of 
officers. A president, a _ vice-presi- 
dent, a secretary, treasurer and one 
director for each township represented 
in its membership. 

The president and secretaries of 
local clubs constitute the executive 
committee of the county association, 
which in turn elects its own set of 
officers. 

To date nine local clubs have been 
organized in the county, the member- 
ship varying from twelve in the small- 
est up to ninety-one in the largest. 
Organizations are located at Athens, 
Colby, Unity, Spencer, Stratford, Ed- 
gar, Wausau, Plover and Elderin, all 





and a lot more until the membership 
was boosted to close to the hundred 
mark. 

The club is now planning a pure- 
bred bull sale to be held in the month 
of June. Plans are also under way 
for another exhibit at the Marathon 
County fair this fall. The club is 
pushing the campaign for better bulls 
and had placed eight the first four 
months of the year. Club work is 
also being fostered. Co-operating 
with the county club leader and the 
local cow tester a goodly number of 
boys have been signed up and are 
raising calves under the supervision 
of the cow tester Ben LaStofka as 
local leader. 

The Stratford club held a very suc- 
cessful promotion sale in 1920. It is 
also promoting club work and co-ope- 
rating with the local chamber of com- 
merce is making elaborate plans for 
the big county picnic to be held at 
Stratford in June. This is to be the 
biggest event of the kind ever held in 
the county. 

At Unity the association has held 
several big public meetings to which 
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farmers from the surrounding coypt 
were invited.

ings throughout its territory in School 
houses, cheese factories and private 
houses. At these the county agent 
discussed the valne of better live- 
stock; result the placing of halt g 
dozen registered bulls. A number of 
the clubs are planning campaigns of 
meetings for the purpose of promot. 
ing a keener interest in good liye. 
stock. 

Several of the clubs are pushing 
tubercular testing work with the Te- 
sult that a goodly number of herds 
are now on the Federal Accredited 
list and many others have passed their 
first clean test. 

; A number of clubs are already mak- 
ing plans for a club exhibit at the 
county fair. The fair management is 
lending its encouragement to the club 
organization plan by offering special 
prizes for club herds, a herd consist- 
ing of a bull, two years old or over, 
a female, three years or over, one two 
years, a yearling and a calf. The 
county organization has voted $50.00 
to subsidize the county fair premium 
list, each local club adding an extra 
five on condition that the total be 
duplicated by the fair management. 
In 1920 as a result of the co-operation 
of local clubs the fair put on the big- 
gest exhibit of dairy stock in its his- 
tory. A new livestock barn and a 
sales pavilion on the county tair 
grounds are indirectly the result of 
the interest and activity of the local 
breeders clubs. Guernsey breeders in 
the county are organized on the same 
plan as the Holstein men, having seven 
locals. The county organization held 
its first county sale at Wausau on 
May 12th at which 59 head, partly 
from herds in the county and the 
balance from other counties were sold. 

Through the activities of the various 
local clubs a wider interest for better 
live-stock has been created in the 
county. Despite rather depressing f- 
nancial conditions the number of pure 
bred bulls is rapidly increasing. Of 
the 950 purebred bulls in the county 
probably 50 per cent are Holsteins. 
As yet the number of registered fe 
males in the county is far from what 
it should be, but interest is growing. 

Before the county-wide plan of or- 
ganization was adopted it was never 
possible to get over two score mem- 
bers to join the county organization. 
The fact that the membership now 
totals over three hundred is one of 
the best evidences of the far-reaching 
effect of the new type of organization.

The stable is 150 feet long 
and there are stanchions for 65 cows, 
besides the bull and maternity pens. 
Fourteen bull calves hava been sold 
within the last four weeks, one order 
coming from Brunswick, Georgia. 





GOOD HEALTH HINTS FOR HOL- 
STEIN BREEDERS 

It is the fashion nowadays to pre- 
scribe physical exercise for business 
men.

The 
animals are keeping their weight and 
are milking well and show no ill 
effects from the diet. 

The U. S. Bureau of Animal Indus-
